Kitchener wan the one outstanding 
personality whom the people talked 
ot and believed in au a man, notwith- 
standing newspaper attacks, which ut 
a former period of the war threatened 
to ‘undermine his popularity and the 
public confidence in him. 
First Word At 11 a.m. 

A telegram from Admiral Sir John 
Jellicoe, commander of the fleet, giv- 
ing the bare facts, was received at the 
admiralty about eleven o'clock in the 
morning. The first official announce- 
ment was issued at about 1:30 in the 
aiternoon. Such news, however, can- 
not be kept entirely secret even far an 
hour, Before noon. rumors were 
spreading, and the telephones in the 
newspaper offices were busy with in- 
quiries anxious to know whether this 
—one of the many reports circulat- 
ing in these days of tension—had any 
foundation, 

When the official’ announcement 
finally was issued the fact spread 
about London some time before the 
newspapers could get into the street. 
There was a large crowd about the 
Stock Exchange which required police 
reserves ta deul with. The police told 
everyone to move on: that there was 
no truth in the reports, 

Curtains Are Lowered. 

At the. same time another mass of 
people were assembling about the go- 
vernment offices in Whitehall. All the 
windows of the War Office had the 
curtains lowered, That confirmed the 
rumor beyond doubt. Other crowds 
gathered around the newspaper of- 
flees; when the boys came ont with 
armful of extras the people fell on 
them und fodght for the papers. In 
the course of the afternoon the flags 
on all buildings were half-masted, 

The English undoubtedly are a 
stoical people and have taken the gonad 
and the bad tidings of the war as they 
came with an absence of emotion sur- 
prising to outsiders. But no one 
could have walked the London streets 
today without perceiving that some- 
thing which the common people took 
us u calamity had befallon them. 

The foreign office was saddened by 
the loss of one of its most valuable 
members, Hugh James O'Beirne, while 
Sir Frederick Donaldson and rig. 
General Ellershaw, of the ministry of 
munitions, were known to be men 
whom the nation could ill afford to 
lose, 

The fact that the crulser Hampshire, 
with between 200 and 300 men, had 
sunk, was generally accepted as an 
unfortunate detail in these days when 
a thousand go under almost as an 
ineldent of warfare, and the battling 
of the Canadians around.

Earl Kitchener met death at a 
moment which will insure his position 
in British istorx., He was almost the 
only member of the government who 
from the beginning confidently as- 
serted that this would be a long war— 
his lowest estimate was three years— 
and he insisted that government should 
make its plans accordingly, The 
organization of the enormous new 
British army is well under way. The 
general staff, under General Sir Wm. 
Robertson's direction, according to 
belief, han well in hand the task of 
working out the details which Kitch- 
ener’s brain was largely instrumental 
in planning and launching,

WITH ENGLAND 
FOR GREAT DEAD 


His Work, Soundly Conceived and 
Carried Out, Will Survive 
Him

PARIS, June 7—The tragic end of 
marl Kitchener caused a deep and 
sorrowful impression throughout 
France, where he was better known 
and more admired than any other 
British general. The fact that Kitech- 
ener fought for France in 1870. was 
ever present in the French mind and 
went far to obliterate any lingering 
resentment over the Fashoda inci- 
dent. Quite recently Kitchener met 
Brig. Gen. Marchand, with whom he 
had clashed in 1898 in the village of 
Fashoda, Soudan, for the first time 
since that incident. It was during one 
of Kitchener's trips to the French 
front, and the two men exchanged 
cordial hand clasps, in which all the 
old bitternesses were sunk. 

The disappearance of an organizing 
genius of the first rank is deplored in 
military circles, where Barl Kitchen- 
er's qhalities always were fully ap- 

reciated, but it was pointed out that 

owever, cruel his loss to the allied 
enuse und to the British people, his 
g@reut work, so soundly conceived and 
carried out, will survive him. 

Premier Briand, in telegraphing the 
condolences of the French government 
to Premier Asguith said: 

“All France will regret from the 
bottom of her heart the loss of the

CONVENTIONS ,

No Indications That Republicans 
and Progressives Have Found © 
Ground For Unity 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

CHICAGO, June 6—The  Republi- 
can and the Progressive and the na- 
tidnal conventions both assemble to- 
morrow without any indication that 
the leaders have found the common 
ground on which ay hoped to es- 
tablish unity. A half dozen names, 
any one of which is acceptable to the 
Republicans, have been rejected by 
the Progressives, who have proposed 
practically no name but Col. Roose- 
velt’s.

RUSSIAN OFFENSIVE 
CONTINUES STRONG 


More Than 25,000 Teutons 
Have Been Cap- 
tured

LONDON, June 7.—The British of- 
clal communication issued early this 
morning says: 

“There was very heavy fighting dur- 
ing the afternoon (Tuesday) east of 
Ypres, Shortly after mid-day the ene 
emy commenced a heavy bombard: 
ment of our positions about Hooge 
and also some distance north, and at 
the same time bombarded to the south 
of Hooge and in the neighborhood of 
the Ypres-Comines railway and the 
Ypres-Comines canal. 

“Late in the afternoon the enemy 
exploded a setles of mines at various 
points on a 2,000 yard front north of 
Hooge. This was followed by unsuo- 
cossful infantry attacks between 
Hooge and tho Ypres-Comines canal. 

“At Hooge and immediately north 
of Hooge the enemy penetrated our 
front trenches after the explosion of 
mines. Fighting continues in this 
area, but our general line is still in- 
tact. Attacks were also made further 
north, but did not succeed. On the 
remainder of the front the situation 
is comparatively quiet.” 

From the Pripet river southward to 
the Roumanian frontier, the Russians 
accord 2 Petrograd, are continu: 
ing to develop successes against the 
Germans and Austrians. In the fights 
along this front, of some 250 miles, the 
Russians haye already made prison- 
ers of 480 officers and more than 
45,000 men and captured @7 guns and 
more than 50 machine guns. 

In this offensive, which is declared 

to be a carefully co-ordinated move- 
ment, the Russians are satd to have a 
plentiful supply of ammunition and 
inen, and with the roads now in good 
condition their manoeuvres are ex- 
pected to develop swiftly. The num- 
ber of Toutons facing the Russians is 
reported to aggregate about 600,000 
men. 
Since the répulse of two German in- 
fantry attacks between Fort Vaux and 
Damloup Monday night, the fighting 
in the Verdun region has again devel- 
oped into artillery duels, with the Fort 
Vaux-Damloup sector the centre of the 
greatest violence, No material gains 
for either side are reported. 

The Austrians are still being held by 
the Italians from further advances, 
and with heavy losses, according to 
Rome, In the Vallarsa and Pasubio 
sectors and on the front between the 
FPosina and Astico rivers, vicious Aus- 
trian attacks have been put down, and 
the Italians have even gained some 
‘ground against the Austrians on the 
western slopes of Monte Cegnio. 

The Turks in Asia Minor, near Bal- 
burt and Erzingan have again at- 
yempted an offensive against the Rus- 
Aians, but Petrograd says their efforts 
failed. A successful raid has been 
made by the Russians against the 
Turks in the vicinity of Khanikan, 
near the Persian border, northeast of 
Bagdad.

Feat of Warspite the Most 
Thrilling in Naval 
Warfare 


SINGLE HANDED i 
FACED ENEMY 


Succeeded in Beating Off 
the Massed Attack on 
Warrior

PORTSMOUTH, June 6.—(By cor- 
respondent of the London Times). 
The manner in which the Wa ite 
fought the whole German battle fleet 
and beat them when she went to the 
rescue of the Warrior provided one of 
the most thrilling battle stories in the 
annals of sea warfare. Quite helpless 
was the Warrior, her engines disabled, 
her magazine under and her crew un- 
able to get ammunition. Convinoed 
that they would soon go the way of 
their companion ship which they had 
seen sunk, the Wargor's men calmly 
awaited the end. 

Suddenly on the horizon they saw 
a huge ship coming along at a tre 
mendous pace. It was the fast and 
powerful Warspite, sister to the 
Queen Elizabeth, which Admiral Jel- 
licoe, learning of the Warrlor'e perli 
had sent ahead of the grand fleet to 
succor her. On came the great battle- . 
ship with the mugzles of her 15-inch 7 
guns trained on the Germans, At full 
speed she arrogantly swept into the 
fray. The Warrior's men greeted the 
Warspite with ringing cheers. They 
were answered from the battleship, 
which threw herself between the help- 
less Warrior and the German vessels ; 
which were nor allent hull. * 

Crash wont q salvo from the War- tae 
upite's 15-inch batteries. The Ger- * 
man ship got the full force of it and, 
sank. Putting her helm over, the 
Warspite circled around the Warrior, 
drawing on herself the fire of the 
German ships and replying with or 1 
and great effect. A shell damaged her ;

the Warspite circled round the War- 
rior, in this way, all the time punish- 
ing the Germans terribly, 

“Come back, you are sacrificing 
yourself,” signalled Admiral Beatty 
to the Warspite, but owing to her 
damaged steering gear, she could not : 
obey the order. She could only hang * 
on and fight and she did this sturdily 
in spite of the heavy battering she re- 


ceived. 

By the time her consorts of the 
dreadnought division came up the bat- 
tle fleet was in full flight. he War- 


spite had beaten them off single hand- 
ed and had succored the Warrior, 
which the Germans had regarded as 
a certain and easy victim for their 
guns,

After all, the important fact to 
the Empire and the world is not 
that Earl Kitchener is dead, but 
that he lived. To minimize the 


loss the Empire and the cause of 


civilization have sustained through 
his death would be both foolish 
and ungrateful. But to measure 
that loss is only to measure the 
value of the life it terminates, It is 
unquestionable that no other man 
could have transformed the Bri 

tain of two years ago into the Bri- 
tain of today. His name on the 
recruiting posters drew men into 
the ranks as no other name eould 
have drawn them. His speeches 
on the need of supreme national 
effort carried the influence of 
recognized authority. He had 
never fought a war he had not 
won. He had won where others 
had failed. He was when the war 
began our one outstanding mili- 
tary figure still of an age to as- 
sume the tremendous task of put- 
ting the Empire on a war footing 
He became the perdonage about 
whom the British people rallied, 
with all confidence that they 
would be organized, trained, and 
led to victory. The highest tri- 
bute that can be paid him is that 
while his death brings something 
of personal sorrow to British 
hearts in all parts of the world 
it is sorrow free from any tinge of 
constcrnation or of doubt. He is 
dead, but he has lived. The organ- 
ization he built up remains, and 
the confidence whieh formerly 
centred in the man will now centre 
in the military machinery he made 
and leaves. A year and a half ago 
his death would have seemed ir- 
reparable. Regrettable as it is, it 
will produce no apprehensions of 
the future at this time. The army 
he created remains, The vast and 
complicated organization whereby 
it is supplied and sustained is 
working, and admittedly working 
well. We have only to keep on 
making weapons and fighting to 
win, And a successor had been 
already chosen and initiated in 
the work of carrying on 
the machinery he brought into 
being. If he died at the hands of 
the enemy they struck too late to 
destroy British confidence in the 
outcome of the struggle. Thanks 
to the inspiration of his name and 
the direction of his genius and 
training the British Empire has 
emerged from a state of military 
impotence to one of measurable 
efficiency. The British people to- 
day are firm in the conviction that 
they are unbeatable on land, as on 
the sea; and that conviction will 
he undisturbed by the going” of 
the man to whom they owe it. 
Kitchener is gone, but his work 
endures, and Robertson remains.

It is to be hoped that the man 
who invented the theory that the 
Germans would soon run out of 
shells is somewhere in the trenches 
these days. Accompanied by the 
one who advised Englishmen to go 
on with ‘‘business as usual.’’ 


It would not be surprising to 
learn when the reports are com- 


plete that last week’s fighting 
around Ypres was the most ex: 
tended and most bitterly protract- 
ed engagement the Canadians 
have yet been in, Seemingly the 
section of the line held by them 
was picked by the enemy for a 
carefully prepared attack, preced- 
ed by a bombardment as terrific as 
has been delivered anywhere dur- 
ing the war. That it partially 
succeeded is nothing to the dis- 
credit of the defenders, Men 
cannot hold a position in which 
they cannot live. The casualty list 
shows that they held the line while 
there were enough of them on their 
feet 40 make a stand, More than 
that men cannot do, 

During the day the telephone 
in the Bulletin news room has 
been kept busy answering inquir- 
ies as to whether the announce- 
ment that Earl Kitchener had pro- 
bubly been lost through the sink- 
ing of the cruiser Hampshire was 
official, The news was so startling 
as to be scarcely credible, and it is 


no wonder people ‘‘hoped against 


hope’’ that it might have come 
through some source other than 
authoritative. It may be explain- 
ed that no dispatches relating to 
the war are allowed to be cabled 
until they have been passed by the 
Government censor in London. 
Every war dispatch appearing in 
the Bulletin is therefore official. in 
the sense that its publication has 
the sanction of the Admiralty or 
the War Department, or both, as 
to its contents and as to the ad- 
visability of publishing it. 
Whether a dispatch afterwards 
turns out to have been correct or 
incorrect, its publication in the 
Bulletin is assurance that it has 
been passed by the censor, and 
that it is, therefore, at the time 
believed to be correct by the 
authorities of the British war and 
navy departments, 


At what an awful price the Bri- 
tish navy maintains the tradition 
that it fights wherever it meets the 
enemy, regardless of odds or con- 
ditions! When Craddock eneoun- 
tered Von Spee off the coast of

shadows in the east. Again, last 
week, in the North Sea, the British 
cruiser squadron tackled the whole 
high seas fleet in a holding fight, 
and again weare told that the 
British vessels were outlined 


against the sunset sky, while the 
Germans were obscured by the 
background of the Jutland coast 


toward the east. Such heroism is 
immune from criticism. But one 
must wonder whether it is really 
wise to Sacrifice men and ships in 
battle against such known odds. 
In land operations a general does 
aot hesitate to retreat in face of 
vastly superior forces, or to get a 
position where he can fight with 
advantage. His reputation does 
not suffer by his doing so. On 
the contrary, it gains. The 
French and British armies suffered 
no loss of prestige because they de- 
clined to fight a hopeless battle at 
Mons, and fell back to fight a win- 
ning one at the Marne. Is it not 
possible that British naval com- 
manders are paying too high a 
price for their refusal to practice 
at sea the strategy that is recog- 
nized as generalship on land? The 
tradition of fighting wherever and 
whenever one finds the enemy is 
magnificent, But is it war?

NO REAL DAMAGE 
DONE BY FROSTS 


Exceptional Weather Conditions Not 
Seriously Affecting Gencral 
Crops of Province. 


Although there were six degrees of 
frost on June Ist, the reports received 
by H. 8. Hotchkiss, chief publicity 
commissioner of the ‘provincial agri- 
enitural department, show that little 
damage has been done in the sections 
of the province affected, Early garden 
truck in the cities, no doubt suffered

Steady 
passionless eyes shaded by decisive 
orows brick réd rather full cheeks, a 
font moustache beneath which you dl- 
vine an immovable mouth, his face is 
harsh and neither appeals for affection 
sor stirs disiike, All this is irrevelant 
too; neither age nor figure, nor face, 
nor any accident of position, has any, 
bearing on the essential Sirdar, You 
could imagine the character just the 
same if all the exterpuls were differ- 
ent. He has no age ut the prime of 
life, nobody but one to carry his mind, 
no face but one to keep his brain be- 
tind, The brain and the will are the 
essence and the whole of the man—a 
brain unden will bo perfect in their 
workings that, in the face of extrem- 
vet difficulty, they never seem to know 
what struggle is. You cannot imag- 
ine the Sirdar otherwise than as seeing 
the right thing to do and doing it. 
fis precision is so inhumanly unerr- 
ing, he is more like a machine than a 
man. Other generals have been 
better loved; none was ever better 
trusted. For Anwglo-Egypt he is 
the Mahdi; the expected; the man who 
has sifted experience and corrected er- 
rors; who has worked at small things 
and waited for great; marble to ait 
still and fire to smite ;steadfast, ocld, 
and inflexible; the man who has cut 
out his human heart and made him- 
self a machine to retake Khartoum.” 

This was just on twenty years ago. 
George Stevens died in Ladysmith, 
and that brilliant hand was pe 
available to chronicle the same ro- 
lentless methods by wiich Kitenener 
brought to an end the Boer war, In 
all the bitter campaign levelled 
against him of recent months, Lord 
Kitchener has never found for a 
moment that the faith and the un- 


grudging support of the common peo- 


ple has failed him, He did not seek 
popularity—rather he spurned it—but 
there was something in his stern pa- 
tience, his hard rectitude, his whole- 
souled devotion, that appealed unérr- 
ingly to the imagination of the multi- 
ude, Feared though he was, he was 
adored by the private soldier, and sor- 
row and a personal sense of loss enters 
today the humblest home in Britain. 

The Quebec and Saguenay Burden. 
From the Ottawa Citizen (Southam), 

The penalty of gaining office by a 
compact with the Nationalist party has 
dogged this government, It has lost 
the confidence of the country by its 
trafficking with the political under- 
world, and it has gained nothing by 
such deals.

Sir Robert Borden absented 
himself from the House of Commons, 
while Sir Rudolphe Forget took charge 
and prompted the underling ministers 
in their task, They were led to ex- 
pect fat politica) returns for their 
Zenerous opening up of the public 
purse, 

What have the net returns proven 
to be? Instend of the Conservative- 
Nationalist party doubling its strength 
in the Quebec provincial arena, as the 
Federal Government were led to think 
it would, the reverse has happened. 
Sir Rudolphe Forget's party has been 
halved by this week's provincial elec- 
tions. Even in constituencies former- 
ly understood to be Conservative-Na- 
tionalist strongholds the electorate has 
turned against Sir Rudolphe and Sir 
Robert, The Quebec and Saguenay 
railway deal has simply become one 
more measure to the discredit of the 
Federal Government, and one more 
burden on the overladen back of Can- 
ada, It should be ascourge for the 
guilty parties who connived in fasten- 
ing it on,

Jellicoe, commander of the 
British grand fleet, has re- 
ported to the admiralty that 
the British cruiser Hamp- 
shire with Earl Kitchener 
and his staff aboard has been 
lost off the West Orkneys. 

London, June 6, 1:45 p.m. 
Admiral Jellicoe’s report to 
the admiralty follows: 

“I have to report with deep 
regret that His Majesty's 
ship Hampshire, Capt. Her- 
bert J. Savill, R.N., with 
Lord Kitchener and his staff 
on board was sunk last night 
at about 8 p.m. to the west of 
the Orkneys, either by a 
mine or a torpedo. 

“Four boats were seen by 
observers on shore to leave 
the ship.. The wind was 
north-northwest and heavy 
seas were running. Patrol 


vessels and destroyers at 
once proceeded to the spot 
and a party was sent along 
the coast to search, but only 
some bodies and a capsized 
boat have been found up to 
the present. As the whole 
shore has been 
from the seaward I greatly | 
fear that there is little hope 
of there being any survivors.

received from the search 
party on shore.

KITCHENER’S LIFE DEVOTED 


TO WAR; HA 


Crowning Effort of K. of K. Was 
Organization of Britain's 
Volunteer Army 


Of several things that entitle Har! 
Kitchener to a place in world history 
the most notable is that he organized 
the largest volunteer army the world 
has ever seen, in the greatest war of 
all times, 

Within a year from the sudden out- 
break of the European war, in August, 
1914, the ranks of British fighting men 
were quadrupled hy an increase from 
less than one million to nearly 
4,000,000, 

All other great powers that entered 
the war had huge standing armies and 
compulsory military service. Great

they had a bigger war on their hands 
than they realized and one that might 
last longer than they expected, but it 
was to be faced with entire confidence, 
and he, unsmiling, almost like a de- 
humanized machine, set about to make 
things hum, He had scarcely moved 
into Whitehati street when he made 
numerous changes in the personnel of 
the war office, which was said to be 
honeycombed with social and political 
favoritism, 

After dispatching the expasitionary 
force of the regular army to France to 
help check the onrushing Germans, 
Kitchener began recruiting and or- 
ganizing his army of millions, The 
British Isles were covered with signs 
und posters urging young men to join 
the colors, Kitchener went through 
the country superintending the drilling 
of the army. From time to time 
there were reports indicating his 
failure to get the number of men he 
wanted, but within a year after the 
war opened Premier Asquith officially 
announced in parliament that about 
three million had enlisted in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom alone and almost another 
million in the overseas dominions. 

Object of Criticism. 

Kitchener, however, was the object 
of no little  eriticism. There was 
much grumbling because of the striet 
censorship he imposed on newspapers 
und his utter disregard for war cor- 
respondents, Notwithstanding this, 
the British newspapers gave him active 
support prior to May, 1915. During 
the winter months the public opinion 
had reached the firm conclusion that 
the “big drive’ would begin about the 
first of May. The battle of Neuve 
Chippelle occurred In May and Eng- 
land believed this was the beginning of 
the big drive, Shortly afterwards, 
reports reached England that the drive 
had halted, owing to a shortage of 
munitions, especially high explosive 
shells, A section of the London press 
then declared that Kitchener had made 
a serious mistake in providing large 
quantities of shrapnel and insufficient 
high explosives, Newspaper attacks 
went so far as to suggest his being dis- 
placed as war secretary, but the ma- 
jority of the papers defended him and 
the public was extraordinarily tena- 
cious in its loyalty, But it was agreed 
that the raising of a big army and 
suplying munitions at the same time 
Was too great a task for one man, The 
discussion developed the formation of 
a coalition cabinet and the creation of 
the new portfolio of minister of muni- 
tions, of which David Lloyd George 
took charge, while Kitchener remained 
as war minister, 

Won Lasting Fame. 

Without his crowning achievements 
as the great organizer of the British 
campaign in the European war, Kit- 
chener had already won wide and last- 
ing fame by his many campaigns in 
Lgypt, South Atrica and in Ir Ain.

To Russia, Lost by Striking a Mine 
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— 
County Kerry, Ireland, a fact that gave 
rise to a general belief that he was of 
Irish blood, but his parents were of 
French and English descent. His 
father was a soldier, but of no very 
high rank, He had managed to climb 
to the lieutenant colonelcy of a dra- 
goon regiment, wher he retired to the 
estate in Ireland nnd Horatio Herbert 
Kitchener was born, Young Kitchen- 
er received his fundamental military 
education at Woolwich, where he dis- 
played only ordinary. brilliancy, with 
the exception of his liking for mathe- 
matics. On graduating he obtained a 
commission in the Royal Engineers, 
but when not yet 21 years old he ut- 
tached himself to a French army in the 
Franco-Prussian war, He had been 
in the service only a short time when 
he caught pneumonia during a bal- 
loon Might and had such u prolonged 
and serious illness that he had to give 
up further service for France. Kit- 
chener's experience in European war- 
fare—prior to his direction of the 
reat war of 1914—therefore had been 
1 only to a few balloon flights in 
france, 
Starting as Subattern. 

in 1874, when a British expedition 
wus sent out to survey Western Pales- 
tine, Kitchener was one of the /eager 
volunteers accepted for this service. 
For months he travelled over the hills 
and valleys of this peaceable Bible 
land with his theodolite and surveying 
tupe, and with this life in the open he 
grew to be a tall, gaunt subaltern with 
a hard face well burned. IIIis contri- 
bution to the topographical knowledge 
of the Holy Land completed, young 
Kitchener was sent to Cyprus, which 
Great Britain had just acquired, to or- 
ganize a system of courts, a work , in 
which he displayed administrative 
ability and tact. 

It was while there, in 1882, that he 
took his first step on the path that was 
to lead him eventualy to Khartum, 
Trouble was already brewing in the 
Sudan, Hearing that the Egyptian 
army was being organized by Sir K- 
elyn Wood, young Kitchener saw Wis 
opportunity with unerring instinet and 
lost no time in offering his services, 
The military authorities, recognizing 
ut once his insight into the native 
character, put him in the intelligence 
department, and from the very outset 
of his Egyptian career negotiations of 
the utmost importance were entrusted 
% him and carried out with invariable 
success, As an intelligence officer 
Kitchener accompanied Sir Herbert 
Stewart's desert columns on that he- 
oa but disastrous enterprise known 
as the Gordon relief expedition—the 
rellef of General Gordon from Khar- 
tum where he had been entangled dur- 
ing the evacuation of the Sudan. Kit- 
chener deeply took to heart the les- 
sons of this flasco, with its failure of 
transport and intelligence depart- 
ments, and avoided these troubles in 
the expedition which he himself led 
some years later. In the meantime 
Kitchener employed in innumerable 
fights and raids against the Dervishes 
or Mahdists of southern’ Egypt. In 
1886 he became govetnor of the Red 
Sea territuries and set in motion a 
series of raids on the notorious Osman 
Digna, the Dervish leader. In one of 
these raids Kitchener's men were 
flanked and put to flight, during which 
he received a bullet which broke his 
jaw. 

Fame Grows in England, 

By this time much was heard in 
England of Kitchener's work in Egypt 
ond when he returned there for u 
short rest he was received with honor 
and nominated aide de emp of Queen 
Victoria. With his hefith recruited he 
went back to Rgypt Where, on the re- 
signation of Sir Franvis Grenfell, he 
was appointed commander of the- 
Egyptian army. His «really great 
career dates from that thine. 

As un instance of the self-confidence 
with which Kitchener: undertook his 
tasks in Egypt is recalled how lie dealt 
with the war office as few generals be- 
fore him ever dared. On one occasion 
he sent home for u special. kind of 
fun. The war office sugested another 
kind. The Sirdar. (commander) repeat- 
ed his orders, Next he was informed 
that the war office guns had been forc- 
warded, whereupon he dispatehed a 
politely insojent message home saying 
that he was very grateful but the war 
office could keep its guns, His messa-se 
read: "I can throw stones at tpt Der- 
vish myself.“ The guns were forward- 
cd without delay. 

Perfectly Organized Campaign. 

The Kitchener campaign that ended 
with the recapturing of Khartum was 
considered by military experts as per 
fectly organized and faultlessly con- 
aucted, The Egyptian army that Kit- 
chener had worked up to such re- 
markable efficiency was when he first 
took charge of it a band of unpaid, 
unfed and undermined fellaheen, It 
was said to be ana rmy “without stom- 
ach, heart or backbone,” but Kitchefi- 
er worked over these helpless reeds of 
broken natives and made of them 
some of the finest of black battalions. 

The fight at Omdurman, September 
2, 1898, just across the Nile from 
Khartum was the greatest battle of 
Kitchener's time in Egypt. Osman 
Digna faced him with 60,000 Mah- 
hists while he had but 20,000 men. 
When the battle was over eleven 
thousand Mahdists had been killed o- 
right, 16,000 wounded and 4,000 taken 
prisoners, while the English and Egyp- 
tian loss altogether was 600 men. 

Became National Hero. 

With the capture of Khartum, capi- 
tal of the Sudan which meant the re- 
establishment of British possession of 
these upper reaches of the Nile, Kit- 
chener became a national hero, On hie 
return to England he asked hie coun- 
trymen to found a college at Khartum 
wherein the song of the Dervish chiefs 
he had fought and overwhelmed might 
be educated in the knowledge of the 
west, a request that met with stich re- 
sponse among the British people that 
the fund required wis fur over sub- 
scribed, 

For his triumphs in the Sudan he 
wus raised to the pee as Baron 
Kitchener of Khartum und réceived the 
thanks of pariiameny and n grant of 
$150,000, Shortly attérward he was 
promoted Heutenant generat and then 
chief of staff to Lord Roberts in the 
South African war aud on Lord Rob- 
ert’s return to England 
1900, succeeded him as commander in 
chief in that field. By construpting a 
%,500-mile chain of bleckho' he 
stopped the Boer raids and virtually 
ended the war in South Africa. This 
added to his popularity and prestige 
at home and he was rewarded by the 
title of viscount, promotion to the 
rank of general for distinguished sor- 
vice, the thanks of the parliament and 
a grant of $250,000, 

Commander In India, 

Immediately after the peace General 
Kitchener went to India as commun 
der in chief of the British forces there.

many far reaching administrative re- 
forms but a complete reorganization 
and strategical redistribution of the
